THE TEMPERANCE ISSUE IN THE 
SENATE.

Passage of the Bill for a Commission onthe Alcoholic 
Issue—Mr. Brown tothe Relief of Savannah— 
The Floods inthe Southwest—The Tariff 
Comm ssion Billin Order Monday. 


Wasntnecton, March 10.—In the senate to- 
day Mr. Brown presented a memorial from the 
merchants, bankers and other prominent citi- 
zens of Atlanta, for an adequate appropriation 
for the improvement of the harbor at Savan- 
nah. He subsequently introduced a bill ap- 
propriating $350,000 for this purpose, le 
briefly urged the commercial importance of 
that port and its natural advantages as an out 
let forthe products of the south and west. 
He gave notice of a bill appropriating the 
amount asked for this year to continue the 
liuprovements. 

OUR NICARAGUAN RELATIONS, 

Mr. Morgan, from the committee on for- 
eign relations, reported a concurrent resolu- 
tion requesting the president to bring to 
the attention of the government of Nicara- 
gua the necessity of arranging a conven- 
tion for the final settlement of all unad- 
justed claims existing between the govern- 
ment of the United States and the govern- 
ment of Nicaragua, and the claims of citi- 
vens ol the United States against the gOV- 
ernment of Nicaragua. The resolution was 
adopted after an explanation by Mr. Morgan 
inreply to Mr. Morrill that the amount of 
claims in favor of citizens of the United 
States rangéd from $3,000,000 to $6,000,000, 
and that the resolution did not cover the 
counter claims of citizens of Nicaragua. 

RELIEF FOR THE SOUTHWEST. 

Mr. Vest offered a resolution directing the 
secretary of war to use the steamers and other 
vessels belonging to or now employed by the 
government on the Mississippi river and its 
tributaries in the transportation ‘and distribu- 
tion of rations and supplies furnished to the 
sufferers by the recent overflow, and provid- 
ing for the necessary expense thereof. Mr, 
Vest explained that there was some difiiculty 
in getting supplies to the points in the inte- 
rior, remote from Memphis and points on the 
Mississippi, and that small bouts were reauired 
forthis purpose. Hundreds of sufferers were 
on the point of starvation, and the people of 
the west and southwest were generously re- 
sponding for their relief. The object was to 
render certain boats under control of the gov- 
ernment engineer corps available. Mr. 
Cockerell had read a telegram from the Mer- 
chants exchange, of St. Louis, urging that the 
assistance of the government be continued in 
view ofthe discouraging reports received from 
the inundated districts. Lhe resolution was 
passed. Mr. Dawes reported back the fortiti- 
cation appropriation bill without amendment. 

Mr. Jonas, of Louisiana, offered a resolution 
calling for an estimate of the expense of per- 
manently closing what are known as the Al- 
bans, Hewzsys, Sale and Murphys, and 
Kountz canals, being outlets of Red river 
above Shreveport, La. Adopted. 

THE ALCOHOLIC COMMISSION, 

The hill for a commission 6n the alcoholic 
liquor traflic, which again came upon the cal- 
endar, was discussed upon the pending amend- 
ments. Mr. Bayard said the suppression of 
pure alcoholic stimulanis would tend to the 
increase of opiates and drugs; that such had 
been the experience of the medical profession. 
He moved an amendment to include an in- 
quiry on this point among others to be as- 
signed to the commission. Being interrupted 
by the expiration of his five minutes, 
he insisted that the question 
was too large to be considered 
under the five minutes rule, and 
he accordingly claimed precedence tor the 
tariff commission bill. Mr. Conger moved to 
proceed with the liquor commission bill. 
Adopted—ayes 26, nays 24, a party vote, ex- 
cept Messrs. Maxey and Davis, of Illinois, who 
yoted aye with the republicans. Mahone also 
yoted ave. Mr. Morrill voted no with the 
democrats. The liquor commission bill was 
then proceeded with, and the pending amen d- 
ment offered by Mr. Bayard was lost by 
a party vote—ayes 21, nays 25—Mr. Cameron, 
of Wisconsin, and Mr. Davis, of Illinois, 
voting aye with the democrats. The bill was 
then reported to the senate trom the commit- 
tee of the whole, and Mr. Jones, of Florida, 
urgued against the power of congress under 
the constitution tu regulate or to interfere 
with the liquor traffic in the states. Mr. Sher- 
man replied that the hill did not propose any 
interference with the license or sale of liquor 
in the states, but merely instituted an inquiry 
as to the best mode of dealing with the evils 
growing out of the traflic. He thought ita 
sufficient answer to the objection to say that 
information was needed to enable congress to 
deal with the district of Columbia and the ter- 
ritories and toregulate the revenue. Mr.Maxey 
corroborated and elaborated the view ex 
pressed by Mr. Sherman, The number of the 
commission was fixed at seven, in order that 
the diverse sentiment of the temperance 
issue might be sufficiently represented, and 
the time within which the commission shall 
report was fixed at eighteen months, After 
some further discussion the bill was passed.

WHAT THE BILL MEANS. 

The bill provides for the appointment by 
the president and confirmation by the senate, 
of a commission of seven persons, not more 
than four of whom shall be of the same po- 
litical party, nor be advocates of prohibition, 
to hold office not exceeding two years, who 
shall investigate the alcoholic liquor traffic, 
its relations to revenue and taxation, and its 
general economic, criminal, moral and acien- 
tific aspects in connection with pauperism, 
crime, social vice, public health and general 
welfare, and who shall inquire as to the see 
tical results of license and prohibitory legis- 
lation. The commissioners are to serve with- 
out salary, and to report within eighteen 
months shthe passage of the > em a

stein. The steamship Circassia, which arrived 
on Thursday last, had 100 firkins “of Holstein 
butter consigned to A. B. Miller & Son, deal- 
ers in dairy produce. The butter 1s of the 
highest grade and is reaily the first importa- 
tiou of this product of the dairy from Hol- 
stein, although two packages were brought 
here for exhibition at the American dairy fair 
two years ago. The entire lot was sold to-day 
from forty-five to forty-six cents a pound, or 
about acenta pound higher than the best 
grades of creamery butter. It was stated by 
several butter merchants that the product 
would probably not become a regular article 
of importation, as it could only bé sold profit- 
ubly at such times as the present, when 
American butter is held at high prices. 


THE MISSING PAPERS. 


The Testimony Before the Mouse Committee in 
Progress. 

WASHINGTON, March 10.—The house com- 

mittee on foreign affairs to-day resolved to 

conduct with open doors their investigation 


in the supposed abstraction of important cor- | 


respondence from the files of the state depart- 
ment, which correspondence had reference to 
the se-called Peruvian company, and which, 
it is supposed, will determine whether any 
diplomatic representatives of this government 
have involved themselves in schemes, the 
success of which depended upon the interven- 
tion of the United States. 
WITNESSES CALLED. 

The examination of witnesses was begun 
this afternoon. he tirst witness was Francis 
QO, St. Clair, chief of the consular bureau of 
the state department, and until recently in- 
dex clerk in the same department. He re- 
membered indexing a portion of the corre- 
spondence on this subject, and when the let- 
ters were subsequently asked for by Walker 
Liaine, they were not to be found. St. Clair 
then suggested that they were in possession of 
Trescott, who was attached to the depart- 
ment, and nothing more was heard ot the 
matter until the congressional investigation 
began. St. Clair explained that Trescott was 
frequently called upon to make briefs of the 
state department correspondence and docu- 
ments, and being regarded as counsel for the 
department was permitted to have whatever 
documents he called for, and in this manner 
had at times retained possession for months 
of papers fromthe state department, files 
Without the circumstance being regarded as 
singular. For example, he had thus retained 
for a long period some of the correspondence 
in the fishery question with Great Britain. 
Krom these circumstances, St. Clair advanced 
the opinion that the correspondence, which 
forms the ground of this investigation, is 
probably now among Trescott’s papers in his 
house in Washington.

IN PRISON IN MEXICO, 


They Call on Congress for Steps Looking to Their 
hielief. 

Wasuineton, March 10.—In the house Mr. 

Hiscock, of New York, chairman of the com- 


mittee Qn appropriations, reported a joint | 


resolution making an appropriation for $10,000 
to be immediately available to enable the 
light house board to meet extraordinary ex- 
penses consequent on the flood in the Missis- 
sippi river. Passed. 

The house at 12:55 went into committee of 
the whole, with Mr. Davis, of Illinois, in the 
chair, on the private calendar. Pending the 
discussion of a relief bill, the committee rose 
informally, and the house passed the senate 
joint resolution authorizing the secretary of 
war to use government vessels for the trans- 
portation and distribution cf rations fur- 
nished by the United States to the sutlerers 
by the Mississippi overflow. The committee 
then resumed its session. When the commit- 
tee rose several private bills were passed, 
among them one for the relief of W. W. 
Screws, of Montgomery, Alabama. 

AMERICANS IMPRISONED IN MEXICO, 

The speaker laid before the house the fol 
lowing message from the president, transmit- 
ting «a report from the secretary 
touching the imprisonment in Mexico of 
Thomas Shields and two other American 
citizens: [The report states that the resolu- 
tions of the house calling for information 
relative thereto, was transmitted to Minister 
Morgan, whom it was alleged by Shields, 
took no steps to procure their release, 
and the following telegram received in reply. 
‘The statement of Shields with regard to me 
is false. Learning that they were arrested, | 
brought the matter to the notice of the secre- 
tary of state for the foreign office. They were 
released and were again rearrested a few days 
since for drunkenness and disorderly conduct. 
Particulars by next mail.’”?” Thehouse then, 
at 4:30. took a recess until 7:30, the evening 
session to be for the consideration of pension 
bills only.

I asked him what they thought of the 
situation. 

“Well,” said he, ‘‘we are somewRat at sea. 
[In my paper I have been ——— the coa- 
lition, but I have pulled down that flag.” 

“Why?” 

“Because I saw how things were 
being managed in the state of Georgia, and 
understood the chief tricks of a few politicians 
to capture the negro vote. We are tired of 
promises. That game has been played long 
enough. We have just as much to hope for 
from the organized democracy as from the in- 
dependents. They can’t disappoint us more or 
do less for us, It is time for the colored voters 
in the south to take care of themselves. They 
can’t be led like sheep any longer.” 

‘“Pon’t you think the administration can 
build up the coalition in Georgia?” 

“Well, ifitcan it has taken an awkward 
way of doing it. They say what is called the 
Georgia syndicate is controlling the distribu- 
tion of federal patronage in the state. And 
who compose the syndicate? Not a man 
in it has any following in his 
own party. These are not the men 
who have kept the republican spark alive in 
Georgia and not one of them can ever fan it 
to flame. I don’t like Clark, but he is worth 
the whole crowd put together and he is 
crowded out of ottice. The administration has 
thrown aside the most active organizer it 
could have used. 

“They talk about putting out Wade at Sa- 
vannah. He has done more and stood more 
for his party than all the members of the syn- 
dicate together. Itis fine policy to displace 
aman with such a record and leave in the 
post-office at the same place a man who don’t 
even pretend to be a republican. Instead of 
building up a strong party in Georgia the ad- 
ministration is making factions among the 
republicans already tLere. I teil you the 
colored yoters cannot be made to 
follow the lead of the men put forward in this 
business. How did Colonel Farrow get to be 
such a stalwart all at once? He was about the 
most ardent anti-Grant man in the Georgia 
convention to choose delegates to Chicago. 

“The colored people of Georgia are justly 
dissatisfied. You know they are the backbone 
of the republican party in Georgia, and yet 
they have been used without reward by a few 
politicians. That thingis playing out. We 
have nearly a hundred thousand voters to the 
five or six thousand white republicans in the 
state, and we have men as intelligent as any 
of them. We propose to take a hand in this 
affair.” 

“You do not think the colored vote will 
rush oif to the coalition?” 

“Will not very fast. the 
democrats will adopt a liberal 
platform and pursue a wise policy in the 
coming campaign the colored voters will be 
willing to try them. ‘They are sick of their 
present alliances and don’t propose to stand 
by them any longer.”’ 

There was another intelligent colored poli- 
tician with Belcher, and he indorsed a this 
doctrine. 

When the republican convention meets in 
the spring, the white republicans are going to 
have trouble. 

In the first place the syndicate by no means 
pleases all the white elements of the party, 
and, then, some of the most astute colored 
leaders have announced their intention of 
defeating its schemes. They don’t like the 
idea of being traded off by a few men who 
will get all tt profits arising from the bar- 
gain. The wegro- brain heginning to 
think for itself and may produce some inter- 
esting developments before long. 

REPUBLICAN OFFICE SEEKERS. 

The Georgia republicam association at a 
meeting last night, resolved to support R. D. 
Locke tor the Columbus post-office, after a de- 
bate in which the friends of Carey J. Thorn- 
ton supported his claims. This will not end 
the contest, for Thernton is entered for the 
race and means to run it out tothe wire. If, 
as his friends claim, the syndicate stands at 
his back, his chances are good. Mr. R. T. 
Clayton, of Greensboro, was an applicant for 
the Panama consulship, to which Mr. Scruggs 
has been nominated. He will probably be 
presented for the consulship at Callao, Peru, 
as the present consul at that port desires a 
transfer. General Phil Clayton died 
at his post of duty as consul 
at Callao and his son succeeded him. He 
gave perfect satisfaction tothe end of his 
term, and the president could not do better 
than to send im back, 

THE SUPREME COURT VACANCY. 

Speculations about the supreme court va- 
“ancy are again flving in all Seeaiens to find 
a lucky man. The Conkling nomination 
turns out to be a faree—quite a little business 
for a president to be decorating this man to 
enable hii to strut bcfore the country in the 
attitude of a vindicated statesman. Arthur 
is using his prerogatives with lordly liberality 
to patch up weak places and prop up falling 
names in the stalwart dynasty. Toadd tothe 
mysterious terror of this last stagy maneuver 
the public is teld that Conkling’s _let- 
ter of declination is a singing 
document; that it fairly scorched the scented 
paper on which it is written. When the pub- 
lic asks to see it, the president chucks it into 
his pocket and says it is quite too, too terrific 
and must be kept covered or somebody would 
be hurt. Edmunds has, nodoubt, been offered 
the place, and has said no in a frank, manly 
way. Edmunds don’t deal ip red tape and 
colored lights. The vacant chair will be filled 
by some of the men now stretching their 
hands to the president, and the country will 
manage to get along with the New York poli- 
tician as plain Mr. Conkling.

IN GUITEAU'’S CELL, 


The Bill of Exeeptions—The New Books—The New 
Jersey Enchantress. 

Wasuinoton, March 10.—Mr. Scoville, Gui- 
teau’s counsel, has left for Chicago. The pill 
of exceptions to be filed with the court in 
banc for a new trial is still in the custody of 
District-Attorney Corkhill for review, who 
will be assisted by Judge’ Porter, special gov- 
ernment counsel in the case, who is a 
inthecity. Scoville took with him to Chicago 
the manuscript for Guiteau’s new book, to be 
called *‘The Truth.’’ Guiteau in his work 
declaims bitterly against Scoville’s ‘‘fool the- 
ory’ and Spitzka’s ‘‘moral monstrosity the- 
ory,’ which he holds convicted him. Not- 
withstanding this, Scoville has undertaken to 
attend to the business of publishing it, ex- 
pecting that from the sales of the book money 
will be realized to employ counsel. Scoville 
says he will not have anything to do with the 
manuscript, or change a word 1n it. 

SCOVILZE’S FORTHCOMING BOOK, 

Mr. Scoville, while at work on his volumin- 
ous bill of exceptions, has not neglected the 
book which he has announced he would 
write and publish. He proposes, he says, to 
show that the prosecution was not prompted 
by a spirit of fairness. One story he intends 
to bring out is that shortly after the assassina- 
tion a secret session of the cabinet was held, 
at which District Attorney Corkhill and de- 
tective officers were present, when the con- 
clusion was unanimously expressed that 
Cuiteau wus crazy. Notwithstanding this, 
and Attorney-General MacVeagh’s frequent 
statements of his belief that Guiteau was in- 
sane, Mr. Corkhill insisted on the prosecution. 
Upon this point Mr. Corkhill in conversation 
said that the only persons with whom he con- 
ferred as to the advisability of prosecuting the 
prisoner were the physicians. 

THE NEW JERSEY ROMANCE, 

After Mr. Scoville withheld the letters of 
Clara Augusta Davis, the gushing Jersey sym- 
pathizer with Guiteau, from the prison, he 
took such steps as he could to discover who 
the writer was. She spoke familiarly in her 
letters of her carriage and coachman, and led 
Guiteau to believe that she was a leader in 
the wealthy and fashionable circles of the an- 
cient burg of Hoboken. When John W. 
Guiteau was on his way home he stopped at 
Hoboken and made an endeavor to find the 
fair Clara. Notwithstanding her supposed 
social standing, it was very difficult to find 
her. At last, in a poor quarter of the city, 
the residence of Guiteau’s enslaver was dis- 
covered. The washerwoman who resided on 
the first floor said that Miss Davis had gone to 
Nyack, towhich quiet place the romantic 
may imagine that she retired after Guiteau 
was convicted, to spend her remaining years 
in gloom and grief.

WASHINGTON, March 10 —Dr. Boynton, who 
was In attendance upon Gencral Garfield dur- 
ing his laté illness, has written a letrer to Dr.

‘THE STATE ROAD LEASE. 


SOME MORE FACTS ABOUT THE 


OWNERSHIP OF THE LEASE’ 


The Ownership of the Lease—The Value of the Shares 


and the History of the Income Bonds The 
Earnings of the Road—The Course of the 
Lessees—The All-Absorbing Topic. 


The decision of Attorney-General Anderson 


on the bond of the lessees of the State road 
was the universal topic of conversation on 
yesgerday. 

The completeness of our report of yesterday 
leaves little to be added. It may be said, 
however, that Senator Brown, while he holds 
but little pecuniary interest in the lease, feels 
in honor bound to maintain the sufficiency of 
the lessees’ bond to the last, and will plant 
himself squarely and stubbornly on that issue. 
The fight may be expected to open when the 
state moves for ejectment, and to end—when- 
ever it ends! 

We present below such additional facts as 
to the lease and the lessees as may be interest- 
ing. 

The Ownership of the Lease. 

The revival of this fight over the lease re 
awakens the discussion as to where the shares 
are held. Governor Brown owns only one- 
fourth of ashare. The rest of the shares are 
distributed, as far as we can learn, about a 
follows: 

When the Louisville and Nashville railroad 
bought the Neshville and Chattanooga road, 
they found among the assets seven shares and 
a-half of the State road lease. When Colonel 
Cole found himself dispossessed, realizing 
that the Western and Atlantic road wasa cue 


to the situation, he at once set to work to pre- | 


vent a majority of the shares falling into the 
hands of the men who had bought him out. A 
pool was formed of 115% shares—one-eight 
more than a majority of the shares—by 
Messrs Johnson, of Macon, Cole, Peters, and 
others. These shares were pooled itor the 
purpose of putting them under the control 
of one man who would prevent their falling 
into the hands of the friends of 
the Louisville and Nashville except 
at very high prices. The shares 
were placed in New York and it is rumored 
that Mr. Moses Taylor advanced money on 
them, Mr. Wadley being their custodian. 
Things remained in this shape for some time 
when it is said Mr. Wadley, after consulta- 
tion with Mr. Newcomb, sold to General 
Alexander four shares and a half of the eleven 
and five eights shares of the _ pool. 
In the meantime Mr. Phinizy, a friend 
of the Louisville and Nashville, is 
said to have bought a share direct from 
Colonel Grunt. Thisis said to have given 
the friends of the Louisville and Nashville a 
majority of the shares of the lease. but in 
the meantime they had sold to Mr. N. L. 
Hutchins, Hon. Joseph B. Cummings and 
some other gentlemen in Georgia, certain of 
their shares, the trade being, we believe, that 
the purchasers gave their notes for the price 
paid, and were permitted to let the profits of 
the lease pay for the shares. Of the seven 
shares remaining in the Wadley pool after 
he had sold four shares anda half to General 
Alexander, it is said that he took two shares 
himself, letting Mr. Moses Taylor have three 
shares and Mr. Raoul have two shares. This is 
about where the shares stand at present. Col- 
onel Cole owns a half share, and there are a 
few fractions held elsewhere. 

The original lessees have nearly all sold out. 
The rumour on the street that the Louisville, 
and Nashvilie raijroad company, or its friends 
hold 1954 shares, is explained as follows: The 
Louisvilie and Nashviile bought with the 
Nashville and Chattanooga road 7% shares, 
General Alexander bought 4!'4 shares from 
the Wadley pvol, Mr. Phinizy bouzht 
one share from Colonel Grant. which 
makes the thirteenth share. The seven shares 
held by Mr. Wadley, Mr. Raoul and Mr. Tay- 
lor, have been considered as triendly to the 
Louisville and Nashvilie road, and counted in 
their holdings. It was discovered shortly 
after the friends of tne Louisville and Nash- 
ville commenced buying shares that the 
holding of a share did not carry the right to 
vote, and that the control remained 
with the original § lessees- Since that 
time they are saidto have sold their seven 
and a half shares to outsiders, being moved 
to this course probably by the additional in- 
formation that the law would not permit the 
control of the State road to be held by parties 
living outside of the state. 

THE VALUE OF THE SHARES. 

The first share sold during the lease was 
that, we believe, of Senator B. H. Hill. He 
received about twelve thousand dollars for it. 
The share of Mr. May sold after his death at 
public outcry and brought thirteen thousand 
dollars. The highest price paid for a share 
was seventy thousand dollars, which was 
about two years ago, when there was a heavy 
demand for the controlling interest. There 
were several shares sold about that time for 
fifty thousand dollars, and it is probable that 
this was about the value of a share at that 
time. 

THE INCOME BONDS. 

Shortly after the lease was made, the lessees 
determined to issue forty thousand dollars of 
income bonds to each share of stock. There 
were then twenty-two shares of stock which 
made the entire issue of incomes eight hun- 
dred and eighty thousand dollars. It must 
be stated that Mr. Hill’s share, and all subse- 
quent shares were sold after these bonds 
were distributed and that each 
lessee received the forty thousand 
dollars of bonds in addition to the price of his 
stock. These bonds are ten per cent quarter- 
ly bonds, and have commanded about 115 in 
the market. They are to be retired by an an- 
nual sinking fund, and there are now out- 
standing, according te the Investor’s Supple- 
ment, $644,000, These bonds, as recited on 
their faces, are payable out of the earnings of 
the road. It will be held, probably, 
if the lease is _ forfeited, that they 
have an interest in the 
of the road and the extra equipment as that 
has been paid out of the earnings of the road. 
It will be seen that the lessee who sold his 
share for fifty thousand dollars—the average 
price—received about fifty thousand dollars 
from income bonds besides, making $100,000 
in bulk that the lease has paid him, besides 
the dividends he drew on his stock and in- 
comes. 

THE EARNINGS OF THE ROAD, 

It has been impossible to get any estimate 
as to the earnings of the State road under 
the lease. Itis known, however, that divi- 
dends have been paid for the last two years 
on the lease shares, besides the interest on 
the ineomes and the sinking fund. One divi- 
dend amounted to $5,000 per share, and last 
year they paid about ten thousand dollars a

AN EXCITING INCIDENT. 


Arson and Roebbery—Detection and Arrest of the 
Crimianls. 
Dublin Post. 


On last Saturday night Mr. J. L. Hall's crib 
was fired and house robbed under the follow- 
ing circumstances. Shortly after supper the 
report of a pistol in the direction of his crib 
caused him to go to the door and look out in 
that way. The crib was on fire. He rushed 
out and called back to his wife to bring a 
bucket of water. She followed with the 
water, but hearing some one in the house, 
called to her husband to run back, which he 
did. His little child was sitting on the 
bed crying but no one else was to be 
seen. He looked under the beds and 
around, latched the doors, hurried back and 
extinguished the fire.

It was 
broke open about two hundred yards from the 
house and some valuable papers and $10.05 in 
money carried off.

Sam Plumer, John Brown and Tom Reed 
had been working for Mr. Hall, and one rainy 
day when they were all in the house, one of 
the darkies asked Mr. McDaniclif he thought 
Mr. Hall had money enough to pay them for 
splitting rails. Mr. McDaniel, who was sit- 
ting by the trunk that was afterwards carried 
off, ran his finger along the trunk about four 
Mnches from the bottom, and said: ‘tHe has 
this trunk about to here in bills; I paid him 
$100 the other day myself.’ One of the 
darkies arrested had on a pair of shoes 
which -were peculiarly worn at the 
toes. He had spoken to two shoemakers in 
the community about repairing the shoes, but 
had not had the work done. ‘The shoemakers 
Ate willing ty testify that those are the shoes 
that made ihe tracks in the yard and around 
the place where the trunk was robbed. The 
$10 bill they took from the trunk may be 
identified by the fact that the upper right 
hand corner of the bill is torn and about an 
inch square of the bill lapped over. During 
the night of the robbery two of Mr. W. 

B. F. Daniel’s boys had ridden up to Mr. 
Burre] Lowery's early in the night and left 
their borses at the gate.

| farm with in the way of tools. In adc 
| to all these, we have a first-class physician to 
| minister to our sick, (when we have any), a 
| host of precty girls and passable young men, 
two or three sour old bachelors,  ete., 
| etc. It has pleased a_ kind Providence 
' to bless us with a healthy section, and some 
| as fine farming land here in the ‘‘fork’’ and 
on the east side of Little Canoochee river, as 
the county affords, There are no lawyers 
here, and no need of any as we are law-abid- 
ing citizens. 

Lhis country is sadly in need of a railroad 
for the transportation of its produce. Farmers 
are making rapid preparations for their ensu- 
ing crops, which will be comparatively large 
to fill the deficiency caused by last year’s 
drought. This community, like many others 
on water courses, cut agreat deal of timber 
and has been unsucce%tul in getting it off, 
except a few rafts which were carried through 
on at least two inches less water than ever be- 
fore. 
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A DOOLY PIONEER. 
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One of the First Settlers in Dooly County Dies at 

the Age of Seventy-Three. 
Hawkinsville Dispatch. 
Died, at his home near Byromville, Dooly 
county, on the 3dday of March, 1882, James 
Howell Swearengen, in the seventy-third year 
of hisage. He purchased the lot of land on 
which he died, in August, 1827, for $100, and 
the latter part of that year with his wife, 
who still survives him, he entered upon the 
land, then an unbroken forest, with an In- 
dian pony and a small bunch of cattle. 
This place he settled for a home and has re- 
mained on it’ for fifty-four years— 
has raised eleven children to be 
grown—nine of them still living 
and in their various spheres in life are doing 
well and much respected. Though frequent 
inducements were offered for him to sell out, 
he refused them all, saying ‘‘this was his 
Texas,”’ and by his indomitable industry and 
economy he enlarged his place by purchase 
and improvements until now it is one of the 
most desirable small farnis in the county, 
and leaves his property free from debt. While 
he has always owned and controlted a sufti- 
ciency to make him and his family comforta- 
ble and discharged all bis duties as a citizen. 
for this long period of fifty-four years he has 
never been a plaintiff or defendant ina court 
of justice in his life. 


FISP PONDS. 


The Experience and Views of a Covington Fruit 
Ralser with Fresh Fish Raising.

Mr. Josiah Perry, who is known asa suc- 
cessful fruit and bee man, came in Monday 
and told us that his fish pond, covering an 
acre anda quarter, had thousands of young 
mirror carp in it; that the scale carp, a 
smaller fish than the mirror, had refused to 
spawn so far, and feared they would continue 
to do so.

Mr. Perry is firmly of the opinion 
that it isa waste of money and labor to erect 
a pond, stock it, and then pay no more atten- 
tion toit. It is doubtfulin his mind if fish 
culture will pay alone as a business in this 
county, as the cost and danger of shipping 
fresh fish will be a serious draw back. He 
erected his pond more for the benefit of his 
family and friends than for the money he e@x- 
pected to make by putting fish on the market.

Prospects «f the Geason—Oat, Corn, Cotton, Melen 
Strawberry end Pear Crops—The Conditions of 
Each—S:teady Grow h«f Thomasville— 

Good Order and Good Society. 


Savannah News. 

THOMASVILLE, March 6.—A few days among 
the clever farmers of Thomas county en- 
ables me to report that no better season for 
the preparation and planting of acrop has 
ever been experienced in this section. One 
of tlie best farmers in the county—born and 
raised in it—said he could not remember its 
equal asa planting season. There has been 
much less rain than usual; in fact, not enough, 
and the country is considered dry in a few lo- 
calities, as for instance about Camilla, in 
Mitchell, as we learned from Mr. Heath, of 
that town; but the earth is not yet too hard 
for the plow, and moisture is sufficient to 
bring up the crops promptly. So far, there- 
fore, according to the confession of the farm- 
ers themselves, there is no weather excuse for 
want of preparation and planting. 

THE OAT CRopP. 

The prospect for a good crop of oats is un- 
usually flattering. A large area has been 
sown, a good stand obtained, and, from per- 
sonal observation of a number of fields, I 
can state that they look green, fresh and 
thrifty, unstained by the yellow cast of last 
year, Which indicated rust in the very be- 
ginning of the season. 

CORN, 

It is gratifying to know the farmers of this 
section are endeavoring to profit by last year’s 
experience by putting in large corn crops. 
Several gentlemen informed me that they 
were planting more corn than usual, and that 
the same spirit seemed to pervade their sec- 
tion. There is also more attention given to 
the selection of seed corn, while there is also 
an evident improvement in the method of 
cultivation. 

COTTON, 

Cotton, of course, will be planted as usual, 
and preparations are advancing for that pur- 
pose, but the _— of over-cropping does not 
seem so prevalent. Less area with superior 
cultivation is evidently gaining ground rap- 
idly, while a general effort is in progress to 
obtain the best prolific seeds, 

MELONS. 

The melon. crop for northen market has 
been mostly planted, in many instances, with 
more care and more highly fertilized than 
heretofore. If the planters have no late frost 
to injure, they will probably be able this year 
to make the earliest shipment of melons yet 
grown in southern Georgia. 

STRAWBERRIES, 

Through the courtesy of Mr. Thomas E. } 
Blackshear I was enabled, on the 6th inst., 
to inspect the largest strawberry field in 
southern Georgia perhaps in the state; that 
of Messrs. Blackshear & McKay, two miles 
east of Thomasville, consisting of twenty 
acres. The plants are now one year old, and, 
although the weather has recently been too 
dry for strawberries, whicu need a great deal 
of moisture, yet they look  remark- 
ably well and are rapidly taking on 
a fine crop of berries. My attention 
was called to the fact that a large section of 
the field, of the earliest plants put out, had 
already lust its first crop of the season by a 
recent frost, but was again covered with fruit 
and flowers. Otner sections exhibited fruit 
in every stage of growth, from the tlower to 
the luscious ripe berry. It-is worth while to 
note that this tield has steadily yielded a large 
quantity of rich and excellent berries since 
last spring, not ceasing for a single month 
in summer or winter, though it was not ex- 
pected to yield a crop until this spring. They 
have been planted in single rows on slight 
beds, after thorough preparation of the soil 
without manure, well mulched with a mixture 
of pine straw and wiregrass, and are the cham- 
pion of Kentucky, a berry so near of kin to 
the Wilson Albany as to resemble it very 
closely in size, shape and flavor. The field 
has been admirably choses, on an elevated 
plateau of originally pine land with a sprink- 
ling of other forest growth, apparently per- 
fectly level, but with sufficient slope for 
drainage, and is a light sandy loam, 

THE LE CONTE PEAR, 

Thomas county is the head and center of 
the LeConte pear trade, both in the propaga- 
tion of the plants and the shipments of the 
fruit. Though considerable stock of the young 
trees appeared on the market last year, there 
Was great loss from the drought and other 
causes, so that the aggregate of stock fell far 
short of expectation. This has not discouraged 
the fruit growers of the section, however, and 
there is perhaps double as many cuttings put 
out the present year aS ever before. This ex- 
traordinary pear continues to gain public 
favor, and bids fair to cover in a few years the 
large southern area tg which it is adapted, 

TIOMASVILLE. 

The short crops and dullness of trade last 
year seems not to have affected this tlourish- 
ing town, if one is to judge by the progress of 
building and improvements. Town lots seem 
to be in demand,and new dweliings are spring- 
ing up in every quarter. Hundreds of north- 
ern invalids may be seen daily visiting the 
pine groves in the neighborhood,and much of 
the vacant lands in various sections of the 
county are being brought under cultivation 
by new comers. This steadiness of growth in 
the town is due in a large measure to its clean- 
liness, good order, good society, exemption 
from high taxes and elevated, healthful situa- 
tion in the pine forests. Imini- 
grants trom other states and_ foreign 
countries find in this section a 
favorable combination of climate, soil and 
social advantages rarely met with, and many 
of the northern people Visiting here for health 
and pleasure become fascinated and invest in 
real estate. There is little doubt that the fu- 
ture will find thousands of northern people 
with winter homes in Thomasville, Quitman, 
Valdosta and intermediate stations along the 
Savannah, Florida and Western railway now, 
at last, about to connect the gult at Mobile 
and New Orleans with the Atlantic at Savan- 
nah. bat these homes will in all probability 
disuppear with the pine forests, and the citi- 
zens interested should take time by the fore- 
Jock and, now while those lands are cheap, 
secure ample forests in their neighborhood, to 
be forever free under the protection of the 
corporations.: 

The peopie of Thomasville are at present 
again tavored with the prospect of.a railroad 
to Tallahassee, connecting their city with the 
Gulf at St. Mark’s, and the future great South- 
ern Coast Line canal at the same point, or with 
Dog Island Harbor at. Rio Carrabelie, situated 
at the west extremity of James Island, the ob- 
jective point of a new railroad lately char- 
tered, and of which Colonel H. 8. Haines °s 
president, from Chattahoochee on the Ap- 
alachicola river. Mr. John Page, of 
New York, one of the purchasers’ of 
the large tract of coast land south of 
Tallahassee, known as Forbes’ purchase, 
Was recently on a visit to the property, 
and, passing through Thomasville, revived her 
interest in the proposed railroad by assu- 
rances of earnest co-operation. Mr. Page 
assured that Thomas county would grade the 
road to the Flomda line, a distance of 
eighteen miles, to Lake [amonia, one vf 
those proverbially beautiiu of water 
mirroring the green hills of middie Florida. 
The completion of this link will give Thom- 
asville the advantage of cross roads, corres- 
ponding almost exactly with the fuur cardi- 
nal points ot the compass, and perfect a rail- 
road system in the highest degree adyan- 
tageous of her future growth.

practicable, fur by the hour at any place is 
only sought an expression for the relative 
position of the sun in regard to that place. 
Atthe noon of any locality the sun is on its 
meridian; w 1 o'clock it is one hour past me- 
ridian; at midnight itison the lower meridian, 
or just under the feet, and at 1 o'clock at night 
itis one hour past the lower meridian. All 
thisis very elementary, and is known to every- 
One. : 

By local time man must live, move, and 
have his being. Other standard for his 
daily avocations is chimerical, fit fer spec- 
ulation, but utterly impracticable. Sailors 
have fora long time kept on board ship, 
for their practical purposes, two times— 
namely, local time, for the daily uses of 
life, and the time of the national meridian, 
for astronomical purposes. This is Green- 
wich, Paris, Pulkova, or other, according to 
nationality. This arrangement at sea is in 
constant use by a community far from a 
learned one, according to shore = standards. 
The system must be plain and practical to 
landsmen, since it is plain and practiced by 
seamen. 

The plan of time zones seems to me a plan 
for legalizing diversity. It is against diversity 
that the country protests, as applied to rail- 
road service. Two neighbors separated by a 
fence may live in different zones, or two vil- 
lages near one another may have different 
zones and diiferent legal times, in which case 
business will be carried on between them 
with more difficulty than with natural time, 
by which people dwelling near one another 
will have, substantially, agreement in their 
watches. Two railroads on different sides of 
a river may have different zones, and trains 
eollide for want of agreement. Except in 
towns of some size no one would know his 
zone, for the zones cannot be marked. The 
state lines are too irregular in shape to serve 
fora guide, nor have we custom houses on 
the borders to inform travelers of the name of 
the state into which they enter. 

Learned sucieties may recommend artificial 
time for the use of man, but it is to be appre 
hended that the community may refuse to 
acceptit. Whenthe laborer, who has work- 
ed from sunrise until noon, is gravely told 
that noon comes at 1 o'clock, will he not ob- 
ject? Inmshort, men will continue to keep 
natural time for their daily uses, whatever 
different practice conventions may recum- 
mend. 

In couclusion, I beg leave to recommend 
that in the railroad guides the time of Wash- 
ington, the national meridian of the United 
States, be published opposite to the moye- 
ments of through trains, leaving, the trains to 
run on Boston time, or Ogden, or San Fran- 
cisco, or such other time as the directors may 

refer. This plan invades no right now en- 
joyed; it changes no practice; it only adds to 
the tables afew columns of figures. I would 
also recommend that the clocks at railroad 
stations be furnished with two sets of hands, 
gilt hands for Washington time, and black 
hands for locai time. ‘hese hands, separated 
by a constant diftierence equal to the differ- 
ences of longitade, will aiways show at a 
glance the time required, whether local or 
Washington.

Reeent Rapid Decline in Grant Stock. 
Boston Post. 

Wasutncton, March 5.—There has been a 
perceptible decline in Grant stock of late. 
One of his eremies inside ‘‘the party” stated 
tne reason the other day when he said that 
Grant made a mistake in going to New York; 
he ought to have made his home at Galena. 
Living in New York be is too near the men 
who usedto admire him. The glamour of 
greatness has worn off. In the opinion of 
this gentleman, Grant's tour around the 
world made it possible for him to receive 
the 306 votes at Chicago. Had he re- 
mained in this country during all of 
the Hayes administration he — would 
have been out of the race for a third term. 
He would himself have made the danger of a 
third term impossible, just as he is now mak- 
ing it impdssible. The more the clever money 
makers whoare now brought into daily rela- 
tions with their stolid deity see cf him the 
more they wonder why he ever became any- 
thing more than the intemperate captain ola 
wood team, or the unsuccessful subaltern in 
atannery. Looked at from the best point of 
view for Grant, there is nothing congenial be- 
tween him and Jay Gould or Cyrus Field or 
George Jones or Sage or Vanderbilt, or any of 
the men in whose society he indulges. No 
matter how questionable the business methods 
of these people may be they are brigh 
and clever men, and are interested 
in something better than fast horses or bull 

ups. They are themselves interesting talk- 
ers and like and demand interesting Compan: 
ions. Grant is not interesting to anyone now 
that he has no offices or political favors to 
distribute. Itis undoubtedly the fact that 
Grant has worn out his welcome, and that the 
New York money makers who have saddled 
themselves with him are beginning to find 
him wearisome. They can’t talk to him, and 
Moreover, he is not 
nearly so good a figure head for speculative 
enterprises as he once was. This is a painful 
discovery to several people, but to none more 
¢han to the projectors of the Nicaraguan 
canal. 


A SCHEME THAT FAILED. 


When the North Awerican Review pub-- 


lished the canal article which was written for 
him and signed by him, it was supposed that 
Grant's on of the presidency would 
rive life and money to that project. It has 
gone neither. The projectors found, on the 
contrary, that capitalists did not propose to 
invest in an enterprise on Grant's name. 
They insisted on examining Into its merits 
just the same aS SOlile one else's name headed 
the list of the board ot directors. Grant tried 
to raise money fer the affair, but he failed, 
and then he lost faitn in the whole scheme, 
not, however, before the projectors had lost 
faith in him. He went around New York beg 
ing men to put their money into the canal for 
fis sake, but the inducement was not strong 
enough. He made an abject failure, and the 
canal will not be a £0 unless the government 
should grant itasubsidy. Grant realized his 
failure and offered his countenance to Captain 
Eads, but that oily person has nothing to say 
about his ally. His reticence means only that 
in his opinion Grant's name has ceased to be 
an aid toa speculative enterprise. No one 
has any confidence In his ability asa financier, 
and schemes that rely om his name for exist- 
‘ence have come to be looked upon with sus-

terialivy decreased by unlucky investments. 
On the occasion when Mr. Gould made the 
above statement he wus asked if Mr. Jones 
had not invested the money in what a distin- 
guished financier once called ‘*Wavbosh.”’ 
Mr. Gould’s interest in Wabash is notorious, 
and itis also notorious that the stock is not 
selling foras much asitonce brought. He 
denied knowing anything about the alleged 
Investment, butitis believed by men who 
generally know about such things that Jones 
was induced to pnt-the money, or a consider- 
able part of it, into the stock of the road.

We had sup- 
posed, as a matter of course, that the presi- 
dent of the United States would never have

Dorsey, it appears, went into the state 
with a pocket full of money, assisted by the 
advice and active good will of Star-route Job- 
ber Brady, until recently the owner and man- 
ager of the paper said by Colonel Farrow, a

Mr. Arthur. We need not go over 
the ground of Dorsey's exploits. Mr. Arthur 
has already given the famous corruptionist 
and star-route jobber due credit for these. It 
seems, fhowever, that, in addition to the bri- 
bery engineered by Dorsey, there were other 
forms of corruption.

RECONSTRUCTION OF THE NAVY. 


The naval bill before the house, together 
with a lengthy report from the committee on 
nayal affairs, really calls not for a reconstruc- 
of the but for a new navy. 
The present condition of the navy is very 
compactly set forth in the report just submit- 
ted to the house, It says: ‘'The defense for 
‘the harbors and the great centers of com- 
‘merce is found in fourteen light monitors, 
“carrying twenty-eizht smooth-bore breech- 
‘loading guns, and one experimental torpedo 
“boat with one gun. We have thirty-seven 
“cruising vessels of war, most of which are 


as 


tion navy, 


“antiquated and of wood, carrying 357 yuns 
“of all calibre, of which only sixty-two are 
“rifles, and none of which are of high power 
‘“‘or breech-loaders.’’ -It is of course ridicu- 
lous to call such a fleet effective. 
The committee, therefore, recommend that 
new vessels be built, properly armed, to take 
the places of vessels of the present navy as 
fast as they become unfit for service. The 
reportthen continues: ‘‘To longer delay ac- 
tion looking to the buildi#g up of our navy 
would, in the opinion of your committee, 
be not only folly, but even crime. * * # 
If the question were put to the American 
people in the light of the facts # * 
is there any doubt what the answer would 
be? Would not the question come quick 
and with emphasis—‘we are able to pay all 
our creditors promptly and tothe last dol- 
lar, and proposes to do so in every event; 
but we avle also, and doubly able, to defend 
our citizens on land and sea, wherever they 
may be, and to protect the nation’s honor at 
any cost.”’ 

The committee then discuss what number 
of ships-of-war should be added to the nayv— 
their size, form, steam power, and the size 
character and qualities of the guns they 
should carry. They commend the reports of 
the nayal board to the house. These reports 
discuss all the questions of construction. The 
members of the advisory board chiefly dis- 
agreed on two points—whether iron or stee] 
should be used in the construction of the new 
vessels, and whether the second-sized yessels 
should be built with open or spar decks, The 
committee urge thovuse of steel, and leave the

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wisdom of those charged with the con- | 


struction of the _ vessels, In regard 
to the weight of armament for 
the new vessels the report states that the com- 
mittee do not feel it to be important that that 
question scould be arbitrarily settled now. 
They have, therefore, only provided in the 
bill reported to the house that each vessel 
shall be furnished with a battery of four can- 
non not less than eight-inch calibre, and not 
more than acertain number of guns of not 
less than six-inch calibre, so as to give ample 
scope to the persons charged with the duty of 
deciding the question. 

The committee are of opinion that. as it is 
manifestly impossible to build all these 
new vessels during the coming fiscal year, the 
construction of the larger types should be 
begun first, because the navy is most deficient 
in large and fast ships, and speed cannot be 
obtained without ships of considerable size. 
The report on this subject concludes as fol- 
lows: “‘As we cannot wisely commence at 
“once the construction of all the types re- 
“commended by the board, we have not re- 
‘commended the building of any of the thir- 
“teen and ten-knot vessels. There is immense 
“moral power in a fifteen-knot shi», or even 
‘‘a fourteen-knot ship, which can make these 
“average speeds at sea, and very little ina 
‘slower ship. We need at, this time all the 
‘“‘moral power which can be crowded into iron 
“and steel.”’ 

The committee recommend the construction 
of but ope steel ram instead of five as recom- 
mended by the advisory board, and for the 
following reasons: The steel ram is compara- 
tively asmall vessel. It is an experimental 
vesse], and although the committee believe it 
to be a formidable weapon for the defense of 
our coast, stillit may provea failure, and if 
it does one will be enough. If it should be 
deemed a success others can be built with 
great rapidity, and every harbor of import- 
ance quickly supplied with them. 

The report, and the bill accompanying it, 
come before the house with the name of every 
member of the committee on naval affairs 
attached toit. Party lines were disregarded 
in the committee room and an earnest effort 
made to mark out a policy that, if it does not 
make us the ruler of the seas, will at least lift 
us out of our present defenseless condition. 
Even such countries as Chili and Portugal are 
stronger naval powers than these United 
States; and the present bill is really an 
expression of the sentiment that very em 
phaticaily demands a change. The house 
will have no more important business before 
it than the new nayal bill, anc the belief pre- 
vails that both parties can unite upon the 
measure very much as it comes from the 
hands of the committee.

A Chicago a paper has recently compiled a 
list of statistics of the railway construction opera- 
tions of the last year. The figures indicate that the 
construction in 1881 was larger than in any year on 
record, including 258 different lines of track, and 
aggregating §,252 miles. In 1880, when there was 
constructed a Jarger mileage of track thanin any 
a excepting 1871, the record was but 7,174 Texas 
eads all the states and territories in which railway 
building was done last year, her record being 1,411 
miles. Fi,e hundred miles of new road were 
builtin Iowa. The building operations in some 
of the other s‘ates and territories were as follows: 
Maryland, 25 miles only: Georgia, 4%; Alabama, 
14; Arkansas, 109; Florida, 103; Kentucky, 143%; 
Louisiana, 256; Missouri, 229; Mississippi, 68; Ten- 
nessee, 37; Virginia, 273: while Dakota and Ohio 
each had between 400 ana 590 miles of track built 
during the year. About :4 per cent of all the 
tracks laid were the narrow-gauge variety, and it is 
commented upon that the record of condi bation 
in the south was much less than was anticipated, 
anc less, apparently, than the demand justified. 
Some of he leading roads of the country changed 
miles of their tracks during the year from the wide 
to (he standard gauge, fiuding the latter preferable 
to the old broad tracks for many reasons.

a BOSTON WOMAN STABBED TO 
DEATH IN THE DAYTIME, 


Standing on the Threshoid of Her Own Door—An Un- 
known Man Kills an Inoffensive and Industri.

She then went 
out to get some milk, which she procured at 
the bakery of Mr. C. G. Brown, at the corner 
of Pieasant street. On her way back she was 
followed by a tall, middle-aged man. with a 
sandy mustache, but no beard, wearing a long 
blue overcoat and a round top hat. When she 
got within two doorsof her house the stranger 
spoke to her, whereupon she stepped back to 
allow him to pass on, but be remainea by her 
side. She moved on to her own door, when 
he said: “Get in there.’”? She replied, 
“Get along about your _ business. I 
don’t know ,you.”’ she = stepped up 
to the door, opened it, and was about 
to go in when the = stranger” rudely 
pushed her in and followed after her. In the 
hall he struck her witha knife in the neck. 
inflicting a deep wound, from which the blood 
spurted quite profusely. She fell forward 
against the foot of the stairs and screamed 
aloud, ‘‘Help, murder!” Mrs. Fuller and a 
Mrs. Lambert, and Willa, the murdered 
woman's little daughter, came rushing down 
stairs in time to see the retreating form of the 
assailant as he closed the front door. They 
lifted Mrs. Bellinto an upright position, took 
her into the front room and after placing her 
inachair sent for adoctoy. Inside of three 
minutes she fell over and died, having never 
spoken a word or given asign to indicate that 
she knew what had happened or who was her 
murderer.

SEARCHING FOR CLEWS, 

The apartments in which Mrs. Bell lived 
“were, it seems, hired and fitted up for her tse 
by one Austin Clinton Fairclough, a commer- 
cial traveler in the employ of W. C. Donald 
& Co., ink mauuiacturers, on Water street. 
This man, Mrs. Bell said, was her brother, and 
the little girl always called him her uncle 
Mrs. Fuller said to-day, in an interview with 
the Herald correspondent, that he hired the 
rooms early last December, that Mrs. Bell and 
her daughter took possession on the 2Uth of 
the same month, and that they have resided 
there eversince. Shesaid: ‘*Mr. Fairclough 
isnot here now. He went to New York last 
evening and will not return until Friday.”’ 

‘It is generally believed that Fairclough was 
not related by blood atall tothe murdered 
woman. A member of the firm for which he 
worked was seen this afternoon, and he stated 
that Fairclough had been inthe employ of 
the firm for some four years, and they had 
always found hima reliable man. When not 
traveling for them fora week or two he gen- 
erally went to Providence, Rhode Island, 
where his relatives live. So far as Mrs. Bell 
was concerned, he said, he had no idea that 
she was his sister. His reasons were that she 
had been at the store several timesto see him, 
and he had frequently left packages to be 
given her when she calied, stating at the time 
that she was his washerwoman. Fairclough 
did not, when in the city, stay always at No. 
5 Kirkland street. He had rooms somewhere 
else. 

SINGULAR FACTS. 

“The little daughter of Mrs. Bell, on being 
questioned, said that Fairclough and her 
mother frequently quarreled, and he some- 
times used harsh language. Yesterday her 
mother washed and ironed some shirts and 
underclothing for him, as he said he was 
‘going to New York. He left the house be- 
tween four and five in the afternoon. The 
ofticers found that the valise, in which Fair- 
clough had packed his underclothing and 
linen, was still in the house and that his 
employers were not aware of his proposed 
visit to New York. His appearance does not 
in the least correspond with that given by 
Mr. Baker and one or two others who saw 
the murderer go up Kirkland street after 
the commission of the crime. 

ARRESTS MADE. 

A strange man, it appears, was in the habit 
of calling with Mr. Fairclough, and was call- 
ed by him Josh. Mrs. Bell always showed a 
decided aversion for this person, and frequent- 
ly complained about his visits. He was un- 

erstood to bea brother of Fairclough’s, and 
the fact that so much trouble arose on his 
account strengthened the belief that neither 
of the men was related to Mrs. Bell. The 
man called “Josh’’ lives in Somerville, and 
ata late hour to-night the pulice decided to 
arrest him. Two other arrests were made du- 
ring the day, but the suspected parties were 
discharged because of a failure to identify 
them by anybody who had seen the murderer. 

Mrs. Bell’s husband is reported to have died 
when Willa was six months old. He died in 
New York city. Tlie little girl was kidnapped 
several times itis suspected by menibers of ler 
husband’s family, and there are grave doubts 
whether her husband is really dead. 
SQ DEVELOPMENTS AS TO THE MURDERER'S IDENTITY. 
Boston, March 8.—The early morning de- 
velopments in the Kirkland street murder 
case are of some importance, though as yet 
virtually showing nothing that might tend to 
place the euilt where it belongs. rhe lirst 
important fact is that Allan Fairclough, who, 
from his peculiar relations to the imurdered 
woman, hes heen expected lo give 
much information .as to her  antece- 
dents, returned by this morning’s ooat- 
train from New York, and presented himself at 
station 4. He was closely questioned, and it 
is stated that he not only proved that he had 
left this city (as he had arranged with his 
brother-in-law in Pawtucket, R. I.,) on the 
night preceding the murder, but also that he 
could not give the slightest particulars as to a 
possible motive for the crime. The onlicers 
say his prompt return upon learning the facts 
and his indisputable proofs that he had really 
gone to New York tend to quite clear him 
from any suspicion that might have been en- 
tertained. e expressed the utmost surprise 
and considerable grief on being informed of 
the cruel nature of the deed. : 

At noon he was still closeted with Captain 
Haim, Inspectors Mahoney and Gerraughty 
and other officers. Hisappearance also solves 
another supposed mysterious circumstance, 
and establishes beyond a doubt | the identity 
of the man Joshua. The latter is Allen Pair- 
clough’s brother, and was seen by the detect- 
ives at his home in Somerville early this 


‘morning. The officers say that Joshua has 


also proved an alibi and has explained all of 
the suspicious facts learned during yesterday’s 
investigation. As the case stands at noon the 
mystery of the murder Is as profound as when 
first discqvered, every additional diseovery 
made by the officers since midnight tending 
to clear away circumstances of @ suspicious

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THE PEACE OF EUROPE, 


Rumors of War Declared te be Groundless—Peace 
Considered Certain. 

LonboN, March 10.—A dispatch from New 
York, in this morning’s Standard, says that 
reports of an impending European war tele- 
graphed hence are affecting the American 
markets. There is nothing known here to 
justify such reports, 

THE BASIS OF THE REPORTS, 

General Skobeletl’s speech caused uneasi- 
ness by directing attention to the points 
known of differences existing between the 
Austrian and Russian policies, and this has 
given occasion for the various somewhat sen- 
sational telegrams from continental capitals 
and frum the east, such, for example, as the 
report in the Times yesterday concerning the 
apprehensions of war felt by the palace party 
at Constantinople, but there is no new fact 
developed since the speech of Skobeietff point- 
ing to the likelihood of disturbance. 

SIGNS OF A PEACEFUL NATURE. 

On the contrary. there are signs of a sub- 
sidence of the tension to which the speech 
gave rise. One of these is the impending ap- 
polntment of an Austrian ambassador in 
place of Count Kalnosky, at St. Petersburg, 
and another announcement that the Russian 
Grand Duke YVladimer_ will shortly pass 
through Vienna, coupled with a semi-ofticial 
denial by Austria_that he is entrusted with 
any mission, because, considering the un- 
clouded relations between Austria and Russia, 
none such is required. The pro:npt and cor- 
dial recognition of the Servian kingdom by 
Austria is considered to show that the Aus- 
trians have satisfactory assurances that King 
Milan is not inclined to favor’ the 
panslavist intrigues, The principal 
danger of complications between Russia 
and Austria is explained by *‘O. K.”’ in a re- 
cent letter from Moscow, would arise from 
Austria becoming embroiled with Montene- 
gro and Servia. The possibility of sucli an 
embroilment is becoming less, as notwith- 
standing the conflicting accounts, the Aus- 
trians appear to be getting the better of the 
insurrection by asystem of combined move- 
ments. The taking of Ubli is one of these, 
by means of which the troops, starting re- 
spectively from Castel Movo and Cattaro, are 
hemming in the Crivasicians, cutting them 
off on one side from the Montenegrin frontier 
and on the other frofm Herzegovinia. 

ANOTHER SPEECH BY SKOBELEFF. 

A Berlin dispatch to the Standard says: 
General Skobeletf has delivered an address to 
a number of Russian officers, stating that the 
best Russian is the czar. Europe knows, he 
says, What he thinks on the slav question. 
His recall was only anew humiliation, pro- 
ceeding from aman who, with blood and iron, 
had founded an empire which must be de- 
stroyed by Russian blood and iron. 

"REBUKED BY THE CZAR, 

A dispatch to the Reuters telegram com- 
pany from Berlin states that according to in- 
telligence from St. Petersburg the czar, on re- 
ceiving General Skobeletf, said: “Il am dif- 
pleased with you. You doubtless wishea to 
glorify Russia. Look at the resylts 
obtained, Before your speech Russia 
enjoyed a certain authority in Europe. 
Now you see her forsaken. Austria is cir- 
cumspect, France is distant, Gladstone has 
his hands tied and the Russophobiste English 
party triumphs at findinga foundation on 
which to base its invectives against what it 
regards as a bellicose disposition, and the 
grasping tendencies of Russia.” 
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MACLEAN’S OFFENSE. 
He Laugis In Court—Threateniug Letters—The 
Muay Laws. 

Lonvon, March 10.—MacLean, the queen’s 
assailant, hus been committed for trial on the 
charge of high treason. On being arraigned 
to-day he said he would reserve his defense. 
He declined to cross-examine the. witnesses. 
His interests were watched by a solicitor. 
The evidence was merely a_ repetition 
ot what is already known concerning 
his attempt upon the life of the queen. It 
overwhelmingly confirmed thestatement that 
his pistol was sufficiently elevated when he 
fired the ball to have struck her majesty. 
Previous to the committal of MacLean, the 
treasury solicitor stated that he | 
prima facie sane, and that — 
magistrate had no authority to inquire into 
the state of his mind. It appears highly im- 
probable that the charge of high treason is 
udvanced with the view to obtaining the 
death penalty. MacLean laughed several 
times at the evidence given by the Eton col- 
lege students.

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WAR AGAINST BEN BUTLER. 


Virginia Mountaineers Drive His Surveyors from 
Their Territery. 
Philadelphia Press. 

Warm Sprinos, Va., March 8.—A few 
months agoa party of northern capitalists, 
among whom General Benjamin F. Butler 
was conspicuous, purchased a tract of upwards 
of 250,000 acres of mineral and timber lands 
running through from Bath county in this 
state to Pocahontas county, West Virginia. 
Much of this land is reckoned the most valua- 
ble property of its class south of Mason and 
Dixon’s line, and is geneially understood to 
have been purchased for speculative purposes. 
General Builer, who acted as purchasing agent 
for the syndicate, got the land for little or 
nothing, the price paid in no case exceeding 
$5 per acre, and in many instances falling as 
low as two dollars. The title to these lands is 
obscure, The property has been occupied for 
an indefinite period by a class of ignorant, 
shiftless trappers and lumbermen who claim 
that their long and undisputed possession has 
given them avalid title inthe lands. Natu- 
rally, therefore, the prospect of being ousted 
by northern purchasers has filled them with 
alarm and anger, and persuaded them to re- 
sist all efforts at ejectment. For some time 
past General Butler has had a party of sur- 
veyors at work on his new purchase, which is 
locally known asthe Wilson tract, the object 
of the survey being to sub-divide the territory 
andopen it tosettlers. The residents on the 
tract have repeatediv warned the surveyors 
to abandon their work orthey would get 
themselves into trouble; out the latter paid 
no attention to the threats and went on with 
the survey. 


HARDY MOUNTAINEERS. 

The-inhabitants of this region are a race of 
hardy mountaineers, who regard any innova- 
tion upon their traditional customs as an in- 
vasion to be deprecated and defeated at al] 
hazards. They live on “hogand hominy” of 
their own raising, drink sod-corn whisky pro- 
duced in the primitive stills of the moon- 
shiner, thus getting the ‘“‘mountain dew’’ in 
its native purity, and are ready to fight every 
aay in the weck for what they conceive to be 
their rights and privileges. On Saturday But- 
ler’s surveyors, Messrs. Campbell, Strong and 
Barnett, turned upin the vicinity of Dille’s 
Mill, and began preparations for making : 
survey of the lands in that neighborhood. 
The news of their invasion spread through 
the commurity, and in a little while they 
were surrounded by a large crowd of men 
and boys who proceeded to give them a gen- 
tle intimation that their presence was not al- 
together acceptable in that brush. Some one 
in the crowd tired a gun at the intruders, and 
ina few minutes the dispute developed into 
a general engagement which became so warm 
for the survevors that they beat a disorderly 
retreat to the hills, More than 100 shots were 
fired at the invaders, though it is believed 
none of them took effect. During their flight 
the bullets whistled about so numerously 
that one of the men tied his white handker- 
chief on a stick and waved it in token of sur- 
reuder, ‘The pursuers, however, were not dis- 
posed to give any quarter, and drove the dis- 
comfitted ‘surveyors the mountains. 
The inhabitants say that the next party of 
Butler's men who enter this region to take 
their lands will be treated to a bath of tar and 
brimstone. 
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BURR’S BEQUESTS. 


A Bonanza te Churchea, Heoa«plitala, Societies, Mis- 
sionary BKourds, Etec. | 
Special dispatch to the Enquirer. 

NEW York, March &.—Miss Sarah Burr 
died on-March Ist. at her residence, 25 Uni- 
versity place, and was buried on Monday. 
By the terms of her will, and of the wills of 
her sisters who died before her, an estate es- 
timated at 35,000,000, except several small 
legacies, will be divided among benevolent 
and religious societies in this city. 

Miss burr was the daughter of Isaac Burr. 
Mr. Burr had four children—Margaret, Mary, 
Sarah and James T. Burr. James ‘TT. died in 
1852. Isaac Burr died in 1857, leaving: his 
property to his widow and three daughters. 
Mr. Burr's property was stores down town 
and a farm of about five acreson Ffth avenue 
This farm extended from Fortieth street, 
along Fitth avenue to Forty-fourth street and 
east beyond Madison avenue. It was the 
enormous increase in value of this farm that 
enriched the family. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Burr died in 1862, at a great 
age. The eldest daughter, Margaret, died in 
the fallof the same year. She bequeathed 
the income of her property to her two surviv- 
ing sisters, directing that at the death of the 
last survivor of them the following bequests, 
amounting to $250,000, be paid. Among the 
societies named were the American Bible so- 
c‘ety, $25,000; American church missionary 
society, $25,000; Domestic missionary society 
of the Episcopal church, $20,000; foreign mis- 
sionary society of the Episcopal church,$20,000, 
The residue of her estate she devised to the 
American Bible society, the New York hos- 
pital, St. Luke’s hospital, and the Foreign 
and Domestic boards of missions of the 
Episcopal church, to be. divided in pro- 
portion to the amounts of the above legacies 
given to them. All of these legacies have 
become due and payable by the death of Sarah 
Burr. The estate of Margaret Burr is esti- 
mated at $1,000,000, so that there is $700,000 to 
be divided among the societies last men- 
tioned. 

Miss Mary Burr died in the summer of 1865, 
and left all her property to Sarah for life, or- 
dering that the legacies be paid at the death 
of Sarah to many institutions, amounting in 
all to $295,000. The residue of her estate. 
probably $700,000, she bequeathed to the 
American Bible society, the American church 
missionary society, the New York hospital, 
the New York dispensary, and the foreign 
and domestic boards of missions of the Epis- 
copal church. Margaret and Mary were about 
80 years old when they died. 

Miss Sarah Burr lived alone in the house. 
She seldom saw any one, and rarely went out 
of doors. She finally died of old age at &s. 
She leaves no relatives nearer than the 
children of cousins. The Fifth avenue farm 
had been cut up into building lots and sold, 
and mortgages jad been taken on the land. 
These gave the old lady an income eof over 
$100,000, and she did not seem to spend $5,000 
ayear. It is learned that Miss Sarah, like 
ber sister, has divided her fortune in very 
much the saimne way, and among the same so- 
cleties as her sisters, but 
other sucielics. The three wills contain leg- 
acies to a great many different people, but the 
total amount of these is not over $200,000,
